MILLIONS LOST. 


The Business l^ortion

WIIIMINGTON, N . C . , F e b . 2 2 . — A d e s - 
tructive fire occurred in the business 
portion of this city yesterday afternoon. 
The loss will probably exceed $1,000,- 
000. 
The fire originated on the river 
s teamer Bladen, cotton laden, which set 
fire to the wharf and sheds of the Clyde 
line of steamers. The fire spread rapid- 
ly, sweeping away the business on 
Water street for three 
blocks, and 
many valuable residences on Front and 
Second streets. 
Among the buildings 
destroyed were the First Methodist 
church, the offices of the Atlantic Coast 
line, the freight depots of the Wilming- 
ton, Columbia and Augusta, and the 
Wilmington and Weld»n railroad com- 
panies. the Champion compress, two 
large grain mills, a saw n^ll, the offices 
and warehouses of A. Sprunt & Son, 
Worth & Worth, Kerchuer & Calder 
Bros., S. P. Shettlers & Co., and the 
steamer Biver Queen, and the sohooner 
Holmes.

How Great Artists <*Make Up* 
for Foot Light £ifects. 


[From the New York Graphic.] 
Occasionally, 
among 
conservative 
people, to whom the whole life behind 
the scenes is a sealed book, it is ru- 
mored, as if greatlj' to her moral credit 
as well as to the honor of her beauty, 
that some particular actress does not 
paint on the stage. 
Mrs. Langtry was 
put on this imaginary roll of honor when 
she first came here. 
Such reports are 
certainly always evolved entirely from 
the depths of somebody's inner con- 
sciousness, for no woman who was ever 
before the footlights would make such 
an unenlightened pretension. 
Every 
one on the stage must paint; the con- 
ditions are so unnatural that to achieve 
the eflfect of nature imnatural means 
must be used; but even in trying to ar- 
rive at the most ordinary ends, that is, 
the greatest possible youth and beauty, 
people go about the matter very difi"er- 
ently. 
Mme. Patti makes up with 
grease paints and wears a great deal of 
rouge; she is so dark that the ordinary 
powders and washes would not suffice 
to bring her to the traditional fairness 
of the stage heroine. Bernhardt puts but 
little red on her cheeks, but rouges her 
eyelids heavily, and her example has 
afiected the whole French stage, and 
that has in turn influenced ours, so that 
we see .quite too much of pale faces 
with red eyelids and lips; the bizarre 
result is not often so becoming as it is 
to La Bernhardt, ^\•ith whom the bizarre 
is a specialty. 
Fanny Davenport puts 
no roixge about her eyes, but makes her 
cheeks very red when the scene permits. 
Georgia Cayvan Avears little rouge, but 
an 
extraordinary 
amount of black 
arotmd her eyes and on the lashes. 
Each artist must learn the best methods 
for her own face, and the application of 
red, white, and black after a manner 
generally accepted will on some persons 
produce the undesired illusion of twenty 
added years and distorted features. 
Nature cannot be taken as a guide. An 
old actress, speaking to a noWce, said, 
'-You have to put that rouge where by 
experiment you find it becoming—no 
matter if it is in the middle of your 
forehead or on your upper lip." It is 
usually the mark of an amateur to carry 
a large and elaborate make-up box. 
Old stagers, like Mrs. John Drew or 
John Gilbert, are independent with 
some common rouge, prepared chalk, 
and a pot of cold cream. 
They will 
smoke the lid of the cold cream pot 
over the gas to get lamp-black, and put 
it on with a hairpin or a twisted bit of 
paper. 
Some very experienced artists, 
however, take the other turn, and have 
an endless variety of mysterious boxes, 
pots, and bottles on their toilet-tables. 
Mme. Modjeska has the appearance, 
when seen from what actors call the 
front of the house, of being 
aunaturel; 
she does not achieve the ballet girl's idea 
of beauty, which seems to be to look as 
little as possible like flesh and blood, 
and yet the red and white ballet girl 
has not more cosmetics on her face. 
The madame does herself with absolute 
care, and imderatands the art of making 
up sufficiently well to do what very few 
English or American actors are equal to 
—that is, without any violent effects she, 
by subtle lines about the eyes and 
mouth, changes the character of her 
face for different parts; she, too, more 
than any other woman on the stage, is 
equal to carrying this idea of char- 
acter into wigs and dress. 
She sits 
down before her glass to make up with 
an array of pencils, boxes, sponges 
and brushes before her that look like 
apparatus sufficient to produce a 4x6 
academy picture. 
She uses French 
make-ups altogether, they being amen- 
al>le to a much more delicate handling 
than ours. 
When Mme. Modjeska first 
played Rosalind there was consider- 
able discussion of the unexpected per- 
fections she displayed in her doublet 
and hose, and tmgenerous people freely 
remarked, with an exasperating air of 
conferring praise, that they never saw 
better padding. The actress evidently 
understood the existence of this skepti- 
cism, and she did what she could to 
meet it by having every female member 
of her comjiany, on one excuse or an- 
other, in her dressing-room during the 
process of that toilet, that they at least 
might by actual vision be able to refute 
the calumny. 
The device was at least 
successful so far as her own profession 
goes, for the topic cannot be mentioned 
now "in the profession" that somebody 
does not settle the matter by saying, 
"Oh, I know, I." or "my wife," or "my 
sister," or "a girl I know was in the 
company with her and she says so and 
so," to the confounding of all detractors«

ABOUT DOCTORS. 


Bill Arp, the Georgria Humerist, 
Recalls the Longr Agro. 


Doctors a are curious institution. I 
like the profession and honor them, but 
they are ctirious. 
The practice of their 
calling makes them so. 
Some are more 
sympathetic and tender-hearted than 
others, but as a general rule all of them 
get hardened to suffering. A groan, or 
a pang, or an agony is no more to them 
than the creaking of a machine. I hear 
them talk sometimes when they get to- 
gether, and they remind me of htmters 
telling their exploits. Well, not that ex- 
actly, hunters tell how many they kill, 
and the doctors don't. But they talk with 
the same enthusiasm and the same in- 
difference to human suffering. 
Their 
success is the big thing and they have 
no time to say, "How that poor fellow 
did suffer." I heard one not long ago tell 
another about a case of intersurception 
and he said: " I tried everything that 
was ever heard of, and as a last resort I 
got a block and tackle and fastened it 
to a joist in the kitchen, and then I 
swung the darky up with his head 
down and I bumped him around awhile, 
until I heard something pop, and sure 
enough he straightened out and said he 
was all right, and he was, and I am go- 
ing to take out a patent on that." 


It would not do for the doctors to 
have much sympathy. It would imfit 
them for business. I can read about 
suffering and distress until I am sick 
and sad and feel like weeping rivers of 
tears for the poor things, but I feel my 
utter helplessness and quit reading and 
thinking about misery. 


If the doctors had to shed tears for 
every patient, the fotmtain would soon 
be exhausted. 
They experiment and 
diagnose, and make mistakes, and lose 
patients, but it is all for the best. Some- 
body has to be sacrificed, or science 
would not progress. It is like a father 
with bis children fleeing from the 
wolves. He presses his team as hard 
as he can and throws over a hat or a cloak 
to gain time, and next he throws his 
dog to the hungry brutes, and finally 
he has to give them one of his children 
•to save the rest. The doctors experi- 
ment with disease and skirmish with 
death just like the general of an army 
fights battles. 
Some must be sacrificed 
to save the country, and so after a bat- 
tle he counts up the killed and wounded 
and is liappy if he has killed more of 
the other side than he lost of his own. 
He likes to show a good balance sheet, 
even though it is a bloody one. Victory 
dud glor y are bigger thingsthan human 
suffering or the grief of the loved ones 
at home. 


But still the family doctor is a part of 
the family—an honored part. 
We are 
drawn to him as to a friend in need, and 
he is drawn to us. He has enough 
sympathy for his purposes. His ten- 
derness may be professional, but it is 
the right kind for the patient. The 
doctor is nearer and dearer to the fam- 
ily than the preacher, although one 
ministers to the mortal body and the 
other to the immortal soul. 
Bodi^ 
are bigger things than 
souls. 
Tire 
whole world with all its vast machinery 
is at work for bodies, but the work done 
for souls is only a side show in compari- 
son. 
The family doctor holds a higher 
place tlian the family lawyer, for health 
is a bigger thing than money or prop- 
erty, and there are but few lawyers 
who would not take a case against us as 
readily as one for us. There are two 
sides to litigation, but only one to medi- 
cine. 


The midnight oil burns dimly while I 
write. 
On the bureau are signs of sick- 
ness. 
Vials with labels and nimibers 
and the druggist's name and the doc- 
tor's and the patient's. 
There is aco- 
nite and gelsemitim . and turpentine 
emulsion and veratrum and bromide 
and eucalyptus pills and calomel and 
glass tubes and a machine to throw car- 
bolic spray into the throat. 
There is a 
chart hanging in the hall marked off in 
squares to register the morning and 
evening temperature of the patient. In 
one corner of the room is a bed and a 
cat beside it and a sick boy on the bed, 
and his mother goes noiselessly around 
and watches him and arranges the cover 
and keeps the bottle of hot water to his 
feet, and moistens his lips, and sponges 
his forehead, and sometimes leans over 
and whispers loving words, and kisses 
his feverish brow. 
This is the sick 
room, and there are thousands of them 
over the land—the room where hopes 
and fears abound, and nothing enters 
but 
love and pity and tenderness. 
Thirty-five days have passed over this 
one and the good doctor says there are 
more to come, but the boy will weather 
the storm, and so we are hopeful and' 
thankful and patient. It was a good 
time to write about doctors, and so I 
^ v e written.

The 
Hungarians are flocking into the offices 
for their checks to-day, and many have 
been refused work. 
They are angry be- 
cause the compromise was made, and it 
is thought an effort will be made to 
freeze them out and compel them to 
leave the region. 


LIOOKHIG BAD AGAIX. 


A ConnellsTiUe dispatch says that the 
Hungarians paraded through the north- 
ern part of the region all night, threat- 
ning violence to all who returned to 
work. The police are on guard, and no 
serious trouble is apprehended. The men 
struck again because the company re- 
fused to reduce the size of the wagons.

How tlie Fraternal Order Came 
Into Beingr and the Meet- 
ing Here To-night. 


Fort Wayne lodge No. 116, Kuights of 
Pythias, meet to-night, and celebrate 
the anniversary by introducing eleven 
gentlemen into the mysteries of the or- 
der, which has 
flourished 
here in the 
past few years. 


The 19th day of February is to the or- 
dinary man, of no greater consequence 
than any other day of the 365 which 
compose the year, but to 180,000 of the 
brainiest, merriest 
and brightest of 
American citizens, it marks an epoch in 
the world's history. 
Twenty-two years 
ago last Friday (Feb. 19, 1864), in the 
city of Washington, the first lodge of 
the Knights of Pythias was instituted, 
and the order was founded that has 
grown wilh such amazing rapidity, by 
Justus 
Rathbone. 
December 1, 
1865, saw but one lodge of K of P. 's in 
existence, that lodge having but fifty- 
four members. 
The next year the force 
of "friendship" began to be felt, and 
three additional lodges were organized, 
the next year forty-one, the next year 
197, and the triumphal procession has 
swelled until in the yeacr 1885 the order 
embraced 
2,600 
lodges and 180,000 
members. 


The good that has been and is to be 
done by the order ;is evidenced by the 
fact that last year $635,613.50 was paid 
by the various lodges for relief purposes, 
exclusive of the endowment rank, which 
paid to the families of deceased members, 
during the same period, $626,000. The 
exchequers of all the lodges last year 
contained $3,415,710. 


Gen. James B. Carnahan, of Imdiana, 
holds the rank of major-general in the 
order, and controls the destinies of the 
"uniform degree rank," the military 
rank of the order, to which the chivalry 
of the young knights tends "as the sparks 
fly upward."

Fans of delicately 
truted ostrich tips over pearl, ivory, 
or shell sticks, sometimes have close 
flat borders of iridescent plumage taken 
across, whore, feathers and sticks meet. 
Still others are of ostrich feathers half 
way above the sticks, with deep mara- 
bout borders set above the tips. 
These 


marabout borders are sometimes of the 
same and sometimes of a contrasting 
color. 
Gauze and lace fans are also 


very fashionable, but are so exceedingly 
perishable that the utmost care should 
bo exercised in their use. 
Many of the 


fans of plain gauzes are beautifully dec- 
orated with hand-painted designs, so 
skillfully executed that on the wrong 
side of the fan through the gauze the 
design appears much the same, only in 
fainter coloring. Little frills of laco 
aro the usual finish across the tops of 
these fans, and thoy are mounted on 
frames of various materials or sub- 
stances, such as wood, pearl, ivory, 
tortoise-shell and imitation amber wtieks. 
Tho wood, in preference to being left 
in the natural color with the grain vis- 
ible, is frequently gilded or silver 
painted, either plain or in fanciful de- 
signs. 
Some very novel fans are of 


gauze or lace with satin sections set in. 
Usually there are three sections of satin, 
each ornamented with hand painted de- 
signs. There are also round an oval 
fans of lace and gauzo, frequently gar- 
nished with small birds, bunches of 
flowers, aigrettes of feathers, or ro- 
settes of ribbon loops caught in the 
:euter of one side.
